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GRANT RELEASES THREE 
NEW HOWARD TITLES 

Now available from Donald M. 
Grant are three new collections of 
Robert E. Howard stories, previewed 
in FN #14. 

The Road of Azrael is a new 
collection of six crusader type 
stories similar in format to Grant's 
earlier Sowers of the Thunder. In¬ 
cluded in the volume are: "The Road 
of Azrael," previously published in 
the first issue of Chacal; "The 
Track of Bohemud," a 6,500-word 
short story previously unpublished; 
"The Way of the Swords," originally 
entitled "The Road of the Eagles" 
and rewritten by L. Sprague de Camp 
as a Conan story under the latter 
title; "Hawks Over Egypt," the 
original version of a story rewrit¬ 
ten as a Conan yarn by de Camp and 
retitled "Hawks Over Shem;" and 
"Gates of Empire," originally pub¬ 
lished in Golden Fleece in 1939 
and only once reprinted in the U.S. 
(by Odyssey Publications in 1975). 

The 230-page volume sports a 
full color jacket illustration by 
Roy G. Krenkel. Inside are full 
color end paper paintings (two 
different), six full color plates, 
plus eight decorations, all by 
Krenkel. The 6 * 5 " by 9h" book is 
bound in a heavy brown cloth with 
distinctive lettering and a Krenkel 
design stamped in gold on the 

Two editions are available. 

The trade edition described above is 
priced at $20 in an edition of 2,000 
copies. A 300-copy limited edition, 
signed by Krenkel and delivered in 
a slipcase, is priced at $35. 

Hawks of Outremer is a collec¬ 
tion of all three Cormac Fitzgeof- 
frey tales, Howard's Conan-like 
13th century crusader. The first 
two stories, "Hawks of Outremer" 
and "The Blood of Belshazzar," 
originally appeared in Oriental 
Stories in 1931 and neither have 
been reprinted in the U.S. Complet¬ 
ing the volume is "The Slave-Prin¬ 
cess," a previously unpublished 
7,500-word fragment never completed 
by Howard. Editor Richard L. Tier¬ 
ney, who wrote the introduction to 
the book, completed the final 2,800 
words of the story. 

The 153-page, 6 * 5 " by 9h" cloth- 
bound volume is very nicely illus¬ 
trated by Rob Macintyre and Chris 


Pappas. Included are nine very 
finely detailed b&w drawings, a 
color dust jacket, a color frontis¬ 
piece and a color double spread 
plate at the center of the book. 
Hawks is limited to 1,600 copies 
and is priced at $15. 

Mayhem On Bear Creek is Grant's 
third collection of Breckinridge 
Elkins tales relating the zany ad¬ 
ventures of Howard’s bigger-than- 
life western hero. This collection 
rounds out the Elkins saga with the 
six remaining unreprinted stories, 
plus "Sharp's Gun Serenade," a 
variant of "Educate Or Bust" (Chap¬ 
ter XI) from A Gent From Bear Creek. 
The six noted above are: "No Cow- 
herders Wanted!" "Mayhem and Taxes," 
"Evil Deeds At Red Cougar," "The 
Peaceful Pilgrim," "While Smoke 
Rolled" and "A Elkins Never Surren¬ 
ders" (a.k.a. "The Curly Wolf of 
Saw Tooth"). 

Mayhem On Bear Creek is uniform 
in format with A Gent From Bear 
Creek and The Pride of Bear Creek, 
with a color jacket painting and

Following is an update on some 
news you did not read in these pages 
several months ago because editor An¬ 
drew Offutt threatened to come after 
me with a battle-ax if I ran it: 
Swords Against Darkness #4 is sche¬ 
duled to appear from Zebra Books in 
October and volume 5 in the original 
anthology series will follow early 
next year. Offutt hastens to point 
out that he is not buying, he is not 
a market, nor is he reading submis¬ 
sions.

If and 
when he signs another contract, he 
will return your postcard when he is 
ready to read submissions. 

SAD #4 , he notes, will contain 
stories by Charles de Lint ("Fane of 
the Grey Rose"), Orson Scott Card, 
Tanith Lee, Gordon Linzner, Brian 
Lumley, Ardath Mayher, Diana Paxson, 
Charles R. Saunders, Jeff P. Swycaf- 
fer, and Manly Wade Wellman, along 
with an article by Paul Anderson. 

On other fronts, Offutt reports 
that he has submitted Shadows Out 
of Hell to Berkley. This is the 
second volume in his heroic fantasy 
trilogy about Jarik and the War 
Among the Gods on the Earth. He 
and co-author Richard K. Lyon have 
completed The Eyes of Sarsis, the 
sequel to their earlier Demon in the 
Mirror. It will be delivered to 
Pocket Books in August, for publi¬ 
cation next spring. "We finished 
it on 3rd July," he notes, "and I 
believe I emptied a brewery on the 
4 th." 


RICHARD K. LYON 

In addition to finishing up 
The Eyes of Sarsis with Andrew J. 
Offutt, Richard K. Lyon reports 
that he is currently working on a 
couple of solo novels. Their titles 
are Rails Across the Galaxy and A 
Violation of the General Safety 
Rules. "In part, these tales were 
inspired by an editorial Ben Bova 
wrote in Analog some years ago," he 
explains. "Ben argued that accord¬ 
ing to General Relativity the amount 
of energy consumed by even one inter¬ 
stellar voyage would be incredibly 
great and, therefore, the galactic 
empires of fiction were an impossi¬ 
bility. When someone says, 'That's 
impossible!', the temptation to try 
to prove them wrong is hard to re¬ 
sist. Rails and Violation describe 
a method of interstellar travel that 
is perfectly consistent with ortho¬ 
dox Relativity and which consumes 
very little energy." 

More recently, he has sold a 
brief fantasy, "Pulpworld," to Mar¬ 
tin Greenberg for Microcosnrlc Tales, 
and a novelette, "Druid's Heritage," 
to Offutt's Swords Against Darkness 
series. 


FANTASY BIBLIOGRAPHY 

Dr. Roger C. Schlobin at Purdue 
University writes in to report that 
he has completed work on The Litera¬ 
ture of Fantasy: A Comprehensive, 
Annotated Bibliography of Modem 
Fantasy Fiction. The volume con¬ 
tains 1,248 entries of adult fan¬ 
tasy and juvenile fantasy with adult 
appeal, composed of more than 800 
authors, 721 novels, 244 collections, 
3,610 short stories, and 165 author 
bibliographies, heavily annotated 
and completely indexed. Cited are 
first editions as well as variant 
titles and editions. The book will 
run to well over 450 pages and will 
be published by Garland Publishing 
this fall, priced at $30.

I 
received a note back a few weeks 
later stating that no dust jackets 
were available. 

Baker & Taylor has had 500 co¬ 
pies of Red Nails on order for se¬ 
veral months and still have not re¬ 
ceived any. Weird situation... 

It certainly is _ I've heard 

similar stories from other dealers, 
but yours is the most recent. All 
I can suggest for now is that you 
attempt to reorder directly from 
Berkley/Putnam. They claim they 
have them in stock and appear 
anxious to sell them.

FN subscribers should be 
warned: In FN #13, you pictured and 

described Collector’s Dream #5, from 
G&T Enterprises at $1.95. I felt 
mildly heroic in sending $4 for two 
copies as support.
